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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98.

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There are no 
section headings provided in the disclosure. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 



indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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3. The following title is suggested: -METAL HALIDE LAMP WITH IONIZABLE 
FILLING CONTAINING Prl 3 ~. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031 , 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 2 recites the 
broad recitation "between 3 and 30", and the claim also recites "preferably between 4 
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and 20, more preferably between 5 and 30" which are the narrower statements of the 
range/limitation. 

7. Claims 3-5 also recite broad limitations together with narrow limitations that fall 
within the broad limitations. Description of preference is set forth in the specification 
rather than in a single claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

9. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Filin (JP 
2003-229089). The Examiner notes that a computer translation is used in this analysis 
( http://www.ipdl.ncipi.ao.iD/homepq e.ipdh . 

10. Regarding independent claim 1, Figure 2 of Filin shows a metal halide lamp 
comprising a substantially cylindrical discharge vessel (101) having an internal diameter 
(D) and filled with an ionizable filling, wherein two electrodes (32a, 32b) are present at a 
mutual distance (L) for maintaining a discharge in the discharge vessel, and wherein 
L/D > 4, characterized in that the ionizable filling contains Prl 3 (Abstract). 

1 1 . Regarding claim 2, Filin discloses the filling further containing Nal, and wherein 
the molar ratio Nal/Prl 3 lies between 3 and 30 (fl [0063]. 

12. Regarding claim 3, Filin discloses the discharge vessel containing between 0.15 
and 1 .5mg/cm 3 Prl 3 flj [0070]). 
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1 3. Regarding claim 4, Filin discloses the filling further comprising Hg. The Examiner 
notes that expressions relating the apparatus to contents thereof during an intended 
operation are of no significance in determining patentability of the apparatus claim 
(MPEP§2115). 

14. Regarding claim 5, Filin discloses the wall load value of the discharge vessel 
between the electrodes being more than 10 W/cm 2 fl[ [0067]). 

15. Regarding claim 6, Filin discloses the discharge vessel having a ceramic wall flj 
[0037]). 

16. Regarding claim 7, Filin discloses the internal diameter D being less than 5mm flf 
[0061]). 

Conclusion 

17. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zhu (US 2004/0217710) discloses a metal halide lamp with trace 
filling. Dakin (US 6,731,068) discloses a ceramic metal halide lamp. Kakisaka (JP 
2003-086131) discloses a metal halide lamp.
